Digest of Lansing’s Reply. 
Tn his rejoinder Secretary oe as- 
gerte: 
1. That the United Staten will was 
change or modify the rules of inter- 
national usage because gGermany and 
Austria are unable to compéte in Amer- 
ican markets for American ammunition. 
2. That to do so would be a gross viola- 
tion of neutrality on the part of this coun- 
8. That the position of both Germany

largest dealers in war supplies during 
wars in the last century. 
4. That to yield to the Teuton conten- 
tion now would revoke the established 
policy of the United States to insist upon 
the free dealing by all nations in military 
supplies in war time. 
5. That the reiteration of this policy 
would force all countries of the world 
to turn their lands into armed camps in | 
rder to de prepared to resist invasion 
for conquest. 
6. That such a course would do more 
to increase militarism in the world and 
to prevent the maintenance of peace by 
peaceful means than anything suggested.

‘te the anticipated drive through Serbia 
and the Balkan peninsula is to be at 
tempted by the German allies, it means 
that Berlin and Vienna, unable to come to 
an understanding with Bulgaria as to 
the shipment of war munitions to Con- 
stantinople, have decided to defy Sofia, 
depending on a great show of force to 
overawe the Bulgars, or brush all opposi- 
tion aside by direct attack. 

That the Balkan states are alarmed at 
this threat.of invasion in behalf of the 
Turks was indicdted by the report that 
Greece had called the 1915 * of re- 
cruits to the colors.

Quick Stroke Expected. 

Consequently the English military crit- 
ics expect momentary action by the Teu- 
tons, with the certainty that as soon as .

will break. The situation is fraught with 
the greatest significance. The fina! align- 
ment of the Balkan countries may very 
well mean the quick defeat of Germany 
and Austria or the prolongation of the 
war. 


Concentrate Big Force. 

The presence of large Teutonic forces 
estimated at 300,000 to 400,000 men 
acroes the river from Belgrade, however. 
indicates in the minds of military ob- 
servers that the Austro-German opera- 
tions against Serbia are to consist ot 
\wo simultaneous campaigns. One- 
replica of the origina! Austrian campaign 
against Serbia last fall—will have qs its 
objet the occupation of Belgrade, while 
the ovher, the main movement, will be to 
throw an army of overwhelming strength 
across the northwest corner of Serbia 
from Orsowa, Hungary, as a center, to 
Bulgaria and thence to Turkey.

Spiderweb of Trenches. 

The spider web of trenches beyond 
Reims can easily be seen from a point in 
the outskirts of the city on the Vitry 
road. Even here, several miles in the 
rear, it is well to keep sheltered around the 
corner of a wall, for there ie clear rifle 
range from the German trenches across 
the level green swale to the road. 

Peering around the wall at the white 
lines in the green fields, which look as if 
they might be drainage trenches, L am sur- 
Prised by the apparent emptiness, the per- 
fect quiet of the whole scene. Nota day 
or night passes without some sort of “ ac- 
tivity,’’ shots exchanged at least, just as 
hardly a day passes without its quota of 
shells dropped on Reims. 

But the ordinary aspect of the famous 
trenches ie that ot an empty silence. In 
this still, dazzling sunlight, cooped up in 
those narrow cuts in the white chalky 
earth, which are often filthy and noisome, 
the soldiers wait.

We saw the men packed tightly into the 
gray cars, going to and from the trenches 
much as workmen go to and from their 
daily job in the mill or mine. The French 
soldier sensibly makes little of uniform: 
he wears any kind of military garment 
with complete indifference, either at the 


trained officers. 


Military Strength Still Vast. 
Having these, the next question, is, is 
the military situation such that the army 
is on the defensive? Because, if on the de- 
fensive, it means that the enemies’ mill- 
tary power is superior. If the enemies’ 
military power is superior and also their 
economic power, it can only be a question 
of time until they succeed. , 
The military conditions today show that 
Germany is not only not on the defensive 
but is on the offensive with the choice of 
initiative, and decisively defeating one of 
her strongest enemies. In general, an 
examination shows that the careful Ger- 
man organization of all lines of national | 
endeavor has had the result that her re- 
sources have been used with the maxi- 
mum effect and the minimum waste. 
The maximum good is gotten from all 
material used, the maximum value from 
all money spent, and as a result the debt 
which future generations of Germans will 
have to pay will undoubtedly not be in- 
consistent) with the benefit which they 
will have derived from this war.

IMPROVING COUNTY ROADS. 

The outlining and adoption of à roads building 
plan for the next five years through the codperation 
of the state and county officials is a definite con- 
tribution to the general policy of highway improve- 
ment.

A half 
hour after the injection the patient has 
a chill and his fever goes up a degree or 
two. Then it starts down, and by the next 
day it has digappeared. To cure typhoid 
in one day is an aim worth trying for. 
The man who has been thus successful 
is Prof. Gay of the University of Cali- 


cla tion.

This ignorance ie attributable to the 
fact that the fund does not figure in any 
of the budgets and estimates compiled ty 
the minister of finance at Petrograd, for 
the national duma and for foreign con- 
sumption.

ers, have been strangely silent. Yet its 
existence i¢ known to every intelligent 
and educated Russian, although he can 
only speculate as to its size and value.

Those great nobles who own 
mines of their own, such as, for inetance, 
the Princes Yousoupoff, whose turquoise 
mines are simply inexhaustible, has al- 
ways, since these mines have been in 
their possession, been accustomed to con- 
tribute a large portion of their annual

The Russian holy gold fund has still 
other sources of income. Thue, the traffic 
in holy candles alone is enough to defray 
the expenses of the maintenance of the 
church and of the clergy several times 
over, the balance going to the fund. The 
annual fairs, such as, for instance, the 
famous one at Nijn} Novgorod, are re- 
quired to turn in 10 per cent of all the 
immense amount of business done there 
to the church. 

It was estimated just 100 years ago— 
that s to say, three years after the burn- 
ing and plundering of Moscow—that this 
holy gold fund of the church amounted to 
$4,000,000.000 in gold, jewels, and treas- 
ure. It is also known that it was not 
tapped or drawn upon in any way during 
the Crimean war of 1855, in the war with 
Turkey in 1877, nor in the war with Japan 
in 1905, and it has gone on increasing in 
size by leaps and bounds ever since 1818. 
Moreover, about twenty years ago the 
holy gold fund of Russia took over, by 
means equivalent to compulsion, all the 
immense accumulated treasure of the 
Armenian churches.

HIS VIEWS OF “WORLD’S” EXPOSE 


LLOWING is a translation of 
an editorial by Dr. Michael’ 


the German g.uvernment in the 
United States since the beginning 
in yesterday's “Tribune”: 

The example set by the German, Chris- 
topf Saur, in 1739 in Germantown is 
lost with our Anglo-American contempo- 
raries. Christopf Saur pwblished at that 
time and place the first German-Ameri- 
can newspaper and called it The German 


But he realized soon that his news col- 
umne did not conform with the name of 
the paper, and stating that fact, he 
changed the name into “The Reporter.” 
His son even went further in his love 


that he could not assume any responsi- 
bility as to the veracity of the news, 
and renamed the paper “Collector of 
Probable News.“ . 

This example apparently is lost with our 
Anglo-American contemporaries—that is, 
with the British papers published in 
the United States. | : 
It is almost unprecedented what those 
papers published in falsehoods since the 
outbreak of the war. It would fill vol- 
umns to reiterate them, and besides it 
would be more in the line of a humorist 
than in that of a serious political writer. 
In the columns of those papers the Ger- 
man and Austrian armies were repeatedty 
annihilated, the kaiser, the crown prince, 
the leaders of the army captured, and 
once Austria, then again, Germany, sued 
for peace out of fear of being crushed al- 
together. Again, the kaiser went to his 
knees before the “victorious” czar and

Germany thus imposed a heavy tax 
im commissions on American-Russian 
commerce, coming and going. The Ger- 
man profits on American goods sold in 
Russia frequently ran from 20 to 35 per 
dent—profits which, by prompt action, 
American manufacturers now may get 
for themselves. 2 

R. R. MeCormick in an article on Rus- 
sian trade, written from the steamship 
Adriatic on the 16th of last February, 
exemplified in the most striking manner 
of any newspaper writer who has dealt 
with the subject the necessity for the 
American manufacturer who expects to 
sell his goods successfully in Russia to 
get down to brass tacks.”

add milk or cream. It is not necessary to 
take up the beans before adding the thick- 
ening if care is taken. A little cream im- 
proves the sauce or a little fresh butter 
added at the very last. The beanschould

until well seasoned.
